Chicago, 
Sept. 4—(AP)—Cor- 


oner A. L. Brodie delayed a final 
decision today in ordering ar new 
autopsy on the body of James M. 
Ragen as police intensified their 
investigation of the shooting toy 
gang gunmen and the probable 
poisoning of the 66 - year - old 
wealthy racing news distributor. 


Brodie yesterday obtained court 


permission to remove Ragen's body 
from a vault hi Mount Olivet cem- 
etery for a new examination after, 
he said, physicians on his staff 
reported 
discovery 
of "enough 


poison in Ragen to kill three men". 


The coroner said that Ragen's 


death o.^ Aug. 14, seven weeks 
after he had been shot by gangster 
bullets in a daylight ambush, was 
not due "to natural causes certi- 
fied at time of interment". 


Brodie said Ragen's widow, after 


first granting permission for re- 
moval of the body for a new exam- 
ination, had changed her mind 
after the court order had been 
issued. However, th« coroner said 
he can legally proceed with the 
new autopsy, which probably wffl 
be held tomorrow. 


Tests made by coroner's physi- 


cians, Brodie said, showed that 
there were 10.9 grains of metalie 
mercury in Ragen's organs. He 
said physicians in a new autopsy 
will seek to determine to what 
extent the mercury contributed to 
Ragen's death.
